Prevention of Rail Wrecks 


With a trio of frightful railroad horrors fresh in the 


public mind, especial interest attaches to the statement of 
H. \V. Belnap, chief inspector of safety appliances for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, to the effect that there 
is no Jaw that can correct evils directly chargeable to the 
failure of railroad employes to do their duty and to exer- 
cise due precaution, not alone for Uieir own safety hut for 
the safety of others. 


Mr. Belnap says that employes often fail to exercise 


ordinary precaution in the performance of their work— 
failure which often takes the form of thoughtlessness in 
which the chief motiv-e is haste. It is doubtless truu that 
occasionally the trainmen may he tempted for the sake of 
some ease or the saving of time to take unwarranted 
chances, and yet we believe that too often disaster is 
rather the result of the trainman's belief that the company 
expects him to make schedule time regardless of ordinary 
inconveniences and situations that may throw the regular 
schedule out of alignment. There is unquestionably a be- 
lief, whether justified or not, in the mind of the average 
trainman, that unless he can do this, his company will 
shortly be hunting for somebody else who can can.

gage consequent on the holiday season, 
though if method is exercised packing is 
not nearly Ao formidable a job as it is 
thought.
